finding by the Scripture, that there was no ſuch to be

My Words were, — No 
ſuch Directions appear in Scripture, - Where does be ſay, 
that Prayer muſt be calm and uudiſturb d, or uſe any other 
Expreſſion of the like Importance? Where does he attempt to 
moderate or aſſavage the Fervour of inward Pevotion, or warn

Prayer, you ſay, (and we have only your bare Affir- 
mation for it) in all our Lord's Directions about it, —— was 
a calm undiſturb'd Addreſs, &c. But the - ſame Word is come 
to ſignify Heat and Flame, let it be in what Manner or 
Degree you pleaſe. Now, this Heat and Flame, you have 
ſhewn us over and over, that you meant of the Pafſions, 
and therefore the Calmneſs and Undiſturb'dneſs muſt 
be meant ſo likewiſe. For, where otherwiſe would be 
the Oppoſition between that which you allow, and that 
which you condemn, unleſs the ſame Power or Faculty, 
which ought to be calm and undiſturb'd, is heated and 
enflam'd? To make a Contradiction, the ſame thing 
muſt be both affirm'd and denied of the ſame Subject, 
or two oppoſite Qualities be aſcrib'd to it, in the ſame 
reſpect. To ſay a thing is different now in one reſpect, 
from what it was anciently in another, argues no Incon- 
ſiſtency at all, between the preſent and former State of 
it. Prayer may certainly be both calm and fervent at 
the ſame time, without any Incongruity, if you apply 
one to the Underſtanding, and the other to the Paſſions; | 
a cool Head and a warm Heart are no incompatible 
Characters. The Word, under this Interpretation, 
fignifies the very ſame it has ever done; and if you 
will explain it ſo, to juſtify the Innocence of your 
Meaning, you muſt at leaſt confeſs, that the Inſtance.

But if you will have m nion of that Matter, it is 
this: That neither Calmneſs on the one hand, nor 
Fervency on the other, are eſſential to Prayer, which 
may fimply be defin'd, An Addreſs to God; or an Invocati- 
on of the Divine Being: As for thoſe Qualities, which re- 
ſult from the Diſpoſition of Mind, they are Accidents 
or Adjuncts, but not of the Eſſence of Prayer. A Man 
may call upon God with his Lips, whilſt his Heart is 
far from him; and when he does ſo, he may be ſaid 
to pray, tho? he prays in vain, But no Man can my 
acceptably, or with any Aſſurance of being heard, 
whoſe Affections are not rais d in Proportion to the 
Value of the Object, and the Exigence ofthe Occaſion; 
the more preſſing our Wants are, with the more Vehe- 
mence and Ardour muſt we beg to have them reliev'd. 
Our Paſfions were given us to be employ'd to God's 
Glory, and never conduce more effectually to that End, 
than in ſeveral Parts of Prayer, where *tis enough, in 
ſome Caſes, that they be gently excited; in others, 
they muſt be wrought up to a more elevated Pitch; 
but we muſt never ſuffer them to ſink into a Calm, if 
we hope to obtain the things we pray for.
